CLUB JOBLESS 
IN MILWAUKEE 


4000 Battle Police At 
Relief Station: 


MILWAUKEE, Sept. 11.—Over four 
thousand workers demanding ugem- 
ployment relief fought for over an 
hour with scores of police armed 
with riot guns at the 10th and Lin- 
coln St. Relief Station Friday morm- 
ing. 

When the workers arrived the sta- 
tion police blocked the entrance and 
refused to allow the committeé which 
was elected by the workers to enter. 
A riot call was sent out and the 
police of the “Socialist” city went 
pell-mell about the dirty work of 
clubbing and beating the workers. 


Twelve Jailed. 


In the affray many were injured, 
including one policeman, who was 
sent to the hospital. Albert Kraw- 
ezyk, recently a member of the So- 
cialist Party, was viciously clubbed 
over the head by Mayor Hoan’s 
“finest.” Twelve workers are held 
in jail and more arrests are taking
